The American Numismatic Association will hold its 82nd Anniver¬ 
sary Convention in Boston, August 23-27, 1973. Headquartered in the 
modem Sheraton-Boston Hotel, the Convention will also make exten¬ 
sive use of the Hynes Veterans Auditorium. The program and special 
events are well along the planning trail and many activities will be 
offered for all, young and old. 

The Sheraton Boston has four excellent restaurants and several 
fine lounges for a variety of moods. The catering facilities are 
well suited to handle small breakfast meetings to the final banquet 
of over 700 on Monday evening. Nearly 25 meeting rooms are available 
to accommodate the meetings of many allied organizations: SPMC, TAMS, 
TEC, IOWMC, IBNS, OIN, Historia Nummorum and many more.

GET A FRIEND OR MAKE IT THREE TO JOIN TEC IN 73 
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CONNTERMARKED COINS by Prank A. Shelmerdine TEC #447 

Stockport, Cheshire, England 

The counterraarking or any other "mutilation" 
of the Coins of the Realm is illegal in the U. K. 
and, because of this, elongated coins are virtually 
unknown. However there was a period when coins, 
countermarked with advertisements, circulated freely 
and were accepted by shop-keepers in this country. 

At the end of 1861 the change was made from 
Copper to Bronze for the penny and half-penny and 
the Royal Mint was unable to meet the demand for the 
new coins. Even though contracts were given to 
Boulton and Watt, and Ralph Heaton & Son to produce 
coins in 1860-2 and again to Heatons in 1874 - 82, there was a ser¬ 
ious shortage of small change. 

The result was that French 100 and 50 pieces were imported pri¬ 
vately. Although they were not legal tender, they were readily ac¬ 
cepted in change. Coins from Italy, Spain and Luxembourg also cir¬ 
culated but the French coins were most acceptable since the 100 and 
50 pieces were almost identical in size and weight to the English 
penny and half-penny respectively. Their import was further stim¬ 
ulated by the fact that the rate of exchange produced 252 100 pieces 
to the Li (English Pound Note) against the 260 pence in the LI and 
the importers made a profit of a shilling in the pound. 

The Coinage Offences Act of 1861 made it illegal to deface 
British and Colonial coins but it was not illegal to deface foreign 
coins or to import them. Advertising slogans began to appear, stamp¬ 
ed into the French coins. Certainly the most profuse although pro¬ 
bably not the first advertisement was "PEARS SOAP". Andrew Pears, 
a soap manufacturer, introduced his still famous transparent soap in 
1807. Thomas Barret married the daughter of Francis Pears, Andrew's 
grandson, who inherited the ever expanding business. In 1865 Barret 
became joint proprietor with Francis and Andrew, Francis' son. 
Barret had many ideas for advertising- puzzels and optical illusions 
as well as conventional press and poster advertisements, both here 
and in the U.S.A. He imported 250,000 French coins, countermarked 
them "PEARS SOAP", and put them in circulation in 1884-5. The com¬ 
pany still exists as a subsidiary of Unilever. 

Another advertiser who may be of interest in the U.S.A. was 
George Borwick who Countermarked French 100 pieces "BORWICKS BAKING 
POWDER" in 1880. His company is now owned by the Pillsbury Co. of 
Minneapolis. Other advertisement countermarks included "COLMAN'S 
MUSTARD","DIX GAS LAMP MAKERS CLERKENWELL","TILLEY*S COALS BRIGHTON" 
and "CLIFT PIANOS EASTBOURNE." 

The circulation of"French Pennies", countermarked or otherwise, 
increased until they accounted for as much as 10# of the bronze 
coinage circulating. The importation of foreign coins was eventually 
banned in 1887 but a public outcry resulted, as holders of these 
coins would suffer loss if they were no longer acceptable. A six 
week period of grace was therefore permitted, during which French 
Coins could be exchanged at any Post Office at a rate of 13 to a 
shilling. Even countermarked coins were officially accepted and the 
withdrawal was completed by June 1887. 

Collectors - now search for those which were not exchanged. 
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LONG ISLAND ELONGATED by Michael R. Pender TEC #281 

Garden City, New York 

As a collector of all exonumia relating to Long Island, N.Y. I 
came to realize that there were very few elongated coins rolled for 
events or places on Long Island, except for the two New York World’s 
Pairs and for Coney Island. According to Dottie Dows book there 
were 41 different (plus-varieties) for the 1939-40 Pair and at least 
14 for the 1964-65 Pair. There were also 9 for Coney Island (all 
prior to 1912). The only other Long Island related item in the book 
is a 1909 Queensboro Bridge elongated. 

In order to add to my Long Island collection I commissioned two 
rollers to roll three different Long Island elongated coins for me. 
All are dated 1969. 

The first commemorates the 325th anniversary of the town of 
Hempstead. The town was first formed in 1644 when a patent was 
issued by the Director General of New Netherlands. At the present 
time the Town has grown to be the largest populated Town in the U.S. 
with over 830,000 people. This elongated coin was rolled exclusive¬ 
ly for my use by R.W. Luchtman and was an issue of only 200 cents. 

The second commemorates the Centennial of Garden City, New 
York. The land for the village was purchased on that date by A.T. 
Stewart who had a dream of building a planned community. The Village 
has grown around the Episcopalian Cathedral and currently has over 
25,000 residents. This elongated coin was rolled for my exclusive 
use by Chester M. Rogers. Only 300 elongated coins have been rolled. 

The third was a personal store card indicating that I am a col¬ 
lector of elongated coins and reside in Garden City, New York. This 
was also rolled for my use by R.W. Luchtman and only 200 cents were 
rolled. 

I would be very interested to learn if any TEC member knows of 
any other Long Island elongated coin not listed herein. 


CHRISTMAS ELONGATEDS by Paul Aubry TEC #417

I wanted to write an article about my Christmas elongateds but 
I was not sure how to start, but then I was not sure how to start 
collecting them either. I had about six (6) at the time I read John 
Wilcox's (Jack the mailman) article about the Christmas theme. Pirst 
I wrote to Jack and told him I wanted to collect Christmas coins and 
asked if he would tell me what coins he had in his collection. He 
wrote back and told me there were to many to list, but I should 
start by writing to all the rollers and ask about their Christmas 
issues.

16-18 and to distribute our TEC NEWS and applications. I was happy 
to serve, but unfortunately could be there only on St. Patrick’s 
Day. We acquired two new members and many indicated a willingness 
to join. 

The tables, which were in front of me, were loaded with liter¬ 
ature, mostly about tokens and medals, but true to TEC, I would pre¬ 
sent the public with our TEC NEWS and an application, inviting them 
to join us.

A "RED BOOK" EOR ELONGATEDS by Eric Goodwin TEC #520

Twenty five years ago, in 1948, I started collecting U.S. coins. 
One of the first things I bought was the "Red Book" and then sub¬ 
scribed to a coin periodical which I believe has since gone out of 
business. The "Red Book" was invaluable to me in obtaining mintage 
figures and current prices. I was able to immediately see the value 
of obtaining 50D nickels and 49S dimes, while they were still rea¬ 
sonable in price. Through the years books which have quoted current 
prices of U.S. Coins, foregin coins and numismatic covers, have been 
a great aid in buying and trading. I suggest that someone with 
enough time, try to obtain enough information from rollers and col¬ 
lectors to put together a "Red Book" of elongateds. This would be 
extremely valuable, even if it was limited to the production of mod¬ 
em rollers. Pictures would not be necessary, only descriptions 
and current values and mintages, if possible. I know that I would 
be glad to contribute all the information about material, that I 
have bought. 

In closing I suggest the idea that the "Red Book" has a great 
positive effect in the growth of collecting U.S. Coins. I believe a 
similar effect would occur with our hobby.

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I LOST A FRIEND by Lloyd E. Wagaman TEC #33 

Camby, Indiana 

My first meeting with Henry 
W. Blaha came about during the 

1966 ANA convention in Chicago, 
Illinois. We had corresponded 

before this and had become pretty 
good friends via the U.S. Mail. 
My first impression on meeting 
Henry was, that he was even a 
more "dedicated to the hobby" man, 
than I figured from our corres¬ 
pondence. We became very close 

friends and Henry made the trip 
to Camby to visit us two or three 
times a year, right up to the end. 
In a phone call just a few days 
before his death, he told us he 
had planned to come down, but had, 
had to go to the hospital instead. 

Within a few months of our first meeting Henry had me roll two 
elongated coins for him. This was the "Hobby Horse" and the "Henry 
W. Blaha" storecard. Henry purchase over 5000 pieces from the dies 
and all were given away, to further the hobby and none of these were 
ever sold by him. 

Henry was chairman of a re-strike committee in the early years 
of TEC and urged that dies be destroyed, to prevent someone else 
from using them in later years and thus devalue what a coin might 

have increased in value over a few years. Most rollers have even 

seemed more interested in selling coins than in preserving values so 
the idea was practically discarded. Henry had personally purchased 
the die of the "Stack" store card, (ILL-chi #10) and had mentioned 
he was going to destroy it. I don’t know if he ever got around to 
destroying it or not. Henry was employed for many years in an alum¬ 
inum foundry and his work was hot and hard. When he would come home 
at night, tired from a hard day at the foundry, it was real easy to 
postpone things like destroying some dies. He had also purchased a 
rolling machine a few years ago and had designed and had made about 

12 different dies. To the best of my knowledge these dies had not 

been destroyed as he had rolled very few coins from each of them and 
had plans of rolling some more before destroying them. As of this 
writing it is not exactly clear just who is in possession of Henry’s 
machine and whether or not they also have his dies. I hope who ever 
has them will respect Henry’s wishes and destroy those dies. 

Henry was President of TEC, for the two year term, August 1969 
thru August 1971. It was not a good two years and it got off to a 
bad start, by Henry being hospitalized during the 69 convention. It 
was during this hospital stay that he first learned he had leukemia. 
I think he realized from then on that he would never have a long 
life. Although Henry was the most "dedicated to the hobby," man 
I've ever known, things didn't go well for him as President of TEC, 
and membership dropped off considerable. I know for a fact that he 
tried real hard, but he just failed to get the cooperation of the 
membership that he needed. He told me many times that he didn't 
want to be President, but was "pushed" into it. He wanted to be a 
board member, but not President.

Henry Blaha, my good friend passed away on Wednesday, March 21, 
1973. He was a member of the Token and Medal Society, and immediate 
past president of The Elongated Collectors. He was a true Exonumist 
in every sense of the word.

'money'!". He had one of the top collections of elongated coins - a 
fine collection of love tokens, a very nice collection of pop-out or 
sculptured coins, and a large collection of exonumia with handshakes.

We first met Henry Blaha, at the A.N.A. convention in Philadel¬ 
phia, Penn, in 1969. Henry was on one side of the hotel lobby wait¬ 
ing for Dottie Dow to arrive, while we were on the other side wait¬ 
ing for her to arrive too. Up until then I had never met Henry, but 
had been writing letters to him. Once we met that loveable little 
guy, we became a family. Henry was a happy go lucky sort of a guy 
and Just loved being around people. 

The night before he got so siok we were all with him, Just talk¬ 
ing and having fun. By the time we got around to seeing the TEC 
family in the morning, Henry was already in the hospital. We went 
to see Henry the same day and when we heard what the Doctors were 
doing we kind of thought something was really wrong with him. It was 
hard saying goodby to Henry the last day, as he had to stay there 
and we had to go back to Connecticut. 

In St. Louis in 1970, we spent some of our happiest days with 
Henry. He brought us all little gifts and if he saw something he 
thought we liked he got it for us. The fun we had there, I don't 
think I shall ever forget. Thats where we started the "who who, what 
what," club. Everyone was talking at once, so you always heaxd some¬ 
one saying, "who who," or "what, what did you say." 

Believe me we Just had fun. The TEC family went to all their 
meals, in a group so we could all be together. We even took over 
one lobby for ourselves. We would walk around, but always ended up 
in our favorite chairs. At night we all, or as many as would fit in 
a room would get together. Henry was always having us sign our names 
on a one dollar bill, for him. We signed so many I asked Henry, if 
he was selling them out in the hall. 

When Alice and Steve Penzes were married, the TEC family all 
took part in the wedding.

I think we will all have fond memories, every time we think of 
the A.N.A. convention and of the fun we had with Henry and our TEC 
family in St. Louis, Missouri. 

In 1971, in Washington D.C. Henry wasn't himself as he had been 
in the past. You could almost see that leukemia had taken over. He 
was sick a lot there and tried to hide it from us that he was. I 
only wish we knew. 

In 1972 in New Orleans Henry was the same, a little weaker and 
a little more tired. Henry tried to be gay and never once let on he 
was so sick. Henry took in a few sights and always came back with a 
gift or two for one of us. He really enjoyed the trolley ride around 
New Orleans. After he got off, Henry let the trolley run over some 
coins to prove that a rolling machine was still the best for rolling 
out coins. 

We did have fun in New Orleans, but things were a little dif¬ 
ferent. We all said our goodbys, but I still thought we would see 
Henry this August. By November Henry was getting weaker, but he 
still didn't give up. At Christmas we still received two boxes of 
goodies from him. I tried to tell Henry, not to spend his money on 
us but to save it. Henry wrote back, "where I*m going I don't need 
much money and I do this because I love you folks. 

Right after Christmas Henry wrote me a 14 page letter, Just 
writing as a brother would. He wrote as if he would 6e gone before 

to long. All he wanted to say is, don't forget your little brother 
Henry.

I was indeed sorry to hear about the passing of an old friend 
Henry W. Blaha of TEC, which can also mean "Top Elongated Collect¬ 
or." I met him many years ago in Miami, at the Bay Front Park Audi¬ 
torium, when the Gold Coast Coin Club was having their summer coin 
show. I guess Henry would take his vacation in July and take in a 
couple of coin shows while visiting his brother in Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida. The first time I saw Henry he was wearing a smile, and one 
of those crazy, go to heck hats with a big red feather through it, 
full of fish hooks, buttons and what nots. In his hand he always 
carried the Dottie Dow book, so full of notes and the clippings 
were sticking out from the pages. He told me that he also saved love 
tokens, handshakes, popped out coins, among many other things. While 
he was looking through my love token pages, he jumped up with ex¬ 
citement and shouted, "hey there's one with my initials H.W.B. "later 
on I showed him the Exposition coin with the worlds longest hand¬ 
shake, two continents. North and South America shaking hands. While 
he was still excited about these two finds, I pulled out five pages 
of elongated coins, 30# of them unlisted and few never seen in the 
Cicero area, his home town. His eyes looked on those two pages like 
two magnets on a hunk of iron, for these were his true love, "Elong¬ 
ated Coins." He bought until his money ran out. Many dealers knew 
Henry well, and put aside items he collected. I don't think Henry 
ever left the coin shows with much money in his pockets, because he 
would buy everything in sight. Henry did nothing but talk about 
elongated coins, Dottie Dow, her book, his rolling machine, hand¬ 
shakes etc. and sign everybody up for TEC, including me. 

At that time Henry worked for a foundry and I don't really know 
whether this could have contributed to his bad health. I'm sure this 
and some bad luck in his family was the reason he had stopped writ¬ 
ing to many of his devoted fellow collectors.

I think if I go to Siberia some¬ 
one there will show me one of his momentos. 

After that show was over I also found out that we had something 
in common. During World War II he flew as a ball turret gunner in 
the B-17, the "Flying Fortress," and I flew as top turret, engineer, 
gunner in a B-24, the "Liberator". Anyhow we were both aerial gun¬ 
ners in the same war. 

I really enjoyed reading with great interest, some of his best 
articles on "Elongated Coins", Handshakes during the Knights of the 
Round Table, Cicero airfield and flying machines, Lost Temple from 
Chicagos Worlds Fair 1933, and probably many others. 

The "Elongated Coin World" will miss one of her top devoted 
collectors, Henry W. Blaha, (Hank) with his humor, friendship, in¬ 
terest and motivation for his hobby. May we have many more like him 
that will encourage others and further the hobby of Elongated Coins.

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ROLLING MY FIRST COIN by Sally Kirka TEC #16

On Sunday, April 15, Lee Martin, C.B. Weatherly and Warren 
Bunge held what I believe was an unusual auction. It started at ten 
in the morning and lasted until eight in the evening, without any 
interruption. Each seller alternated every half hour all day long 
to dispose of as much of their material as possible. Every type of 
numismatic material was sold. Gold, silver medals, wooden money, 
tokens, PNC covers and elongateds all brought relatively high prices 
equal to retail in practically every case. Pew P.N.C. covers and 
medals went for below retail. Although Mr. Bunge and Mr. Weatherly 
have large collections of elongateds, they sold none of these. Lee 
Martin had some of Mr. Wagaman*s material and I waited six hours 
before this material came up for sale. 

The following prices maybe of interest to TEC members to see 
the prices realized. All of the material quoted are productions of 
Mr. Wagaman. Cancelled die elongated - $3.00, Cover #7 The American 
Party - $6.00, Progression piece elongated - $5.00, Cover #4 1st Man 
on Moon $4.00, Indianapolis Silver Dollar $12.00, Indianapolis Half 
Dollar - $6.00.

Because the building had to be emptied by 8 P.M., two of the 
sellers still were not able to complete the sale of all of their ma¬ 
terial. One curious thing about the auction was that about 90% of 
the audience came from the general public. Only about 10% were 
recognized as members of the approximately 10 coin clubs in Orange 
County. It is estimated that about 200 were in attendance and 
bidding appeared to be vigorous on every item put up for sale.
